He charged in his petition that Mrs. 
Johnson has correspondel with Eugene 
Benoist, has received love letters from 
him and has admitted that she loveu 


him. 

Benoist is the son of Eugene H. Ben- 
oist of 4414 McPherson avenue, and 
is a member of one ef the mest promi- 
nent French families in St. Louis so- 
ciety: He is in the automobile pusiness, 
and his acquaintances say he is little 


more than 21 years old. 

Mrs. Johnson has been married 9 
years, and is the mother of two boys, 
Harry, aged 8 and Stewart, 4. 

The date of the marriage, April, 26, 
1902, is contained in the divorce pe- 
tition filed for Dr. Johnson by Attor- 
ney John B. Edwards, 


. Separated Last May.: 
The separation, according to the 


petition, occurred May 28 last. At 
that time, the physician declares, his 
wife left him and the children, as, he 
charges, she had done more than once 
before. She is now visiting in Col- 
orado Springs, the petition states. 

Dr. Johnson asks the custody of the 
two boys, alleging that the wife is 
unfit to care for them. 

“For two or three years,” the peti- 
tion says, “Mrs. Johnson has received 
calls and attention from Pugene 
Benoist, with whom she has corre- 
sponded, from whom she has received 
love letters and whom she has said 
that she loved.” 

The Waterman avenue residence ef 
the Johnsons is in the Kingston 
Apartments. It was learned there 
Wednesday that the Johnson boys 
went away with their mother, but 
have returned and are now with Dr. 
Johnson.

Because he had been divorced by 
his first wife, it was the unanimous 
opinion that no Episcopal minister 
could perform the ceremony, although 
he is a member of that church.

STAIN KILLS 113 
INVENTOR; SECRET 
S KEPT [ DEATH 


Fumes of Chemical Used in Col- 
oring Glass Prove Fatal to 
the Compounder.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—Bernard 
Goennewich, a young Russian who 


had discovered a new process of 
staining glass and expected to make 
millions out of it,, died in St. John’s 
Hospital, Long Island City, of poison 
breathed into his system while com- 
pounding his secret stains. 
Goennewich had _ established the 
stained glass firm of Goennewich & 
Carr, with a plant at Ridgewood, 
which prospered, and other manufac- 
turers of stained glass sought to buy 
his secret. He would not sel; and 
daily he woulqg compound his stains 
in a wooden inclosure back of the 
actory. 

There came a rush order on last 
Tuesday. ‘The weather was such that 
Goennewich decided to mix his in- 
gredients in the cellar of the factory. 
That night Goennewich became vio- 
lently ill and was carried to his 
home, next door to the factory. Later 
his heart action became such that it 
was decided to remove him to the 
hospital. Several physicians were 
called in, but they failed to rally the 
patient. 

Goennewich’s secret died with him. 
He leaves a widow and several chil- 


dren.

The paper was filed by Harry 
Simon, attorney for Louis Feldman 
of 6328 Ridge avenues, St. Louls, who 
owns the land. The original grant 
was made to'James Y. Garvin and J. 
W. McCord. The deed was necessary 
to complete the chain of titles to 
enable Feldman to sell the property 
clear of defects.

DRINKS BEER AND. 
AWAKES ROBBED 
NEAR CEMETERY 


Stockman After Visiting Salegn 
Near Union Station Is Found 
Wandering on Road. 


Howard Rose, a stock raiser, drank 
a bottle of beer in a saloon near 
Union Station about 4:30 o’clock Tues- 


day afternoon. When he recovered con- 
sciousness 10% hours later he was sitting 
on the ground witn his head against a 
telegraph pole near St. Peter’s Ceme- 
tery, nine miles from Union Station. His 
purse containing $141 was missing. 

A truck farmer, on his way to mar- 
ket, found Rose wandering about the 
neighborhood of the cemetery, ques- 
tioned him and permitted him to ride 
inte town. Upon reaching Twelfth street 


_Rtose left the wagon and hurried te Cen- 
‘trai Police Station, where he réported 


bis experience. 
Home in Keener, Mo. 

“My home is in Keener, Mo., about 18 
miles from Poplar Bluff,’”’ said he. “I 
cdme to St. Louls Tuesday with a load 
of sheep, on which I collected a part 
payment of $140. I transacted my busi- 
ness in East St. Louis, and drank two 
glasses of beer while over there, but I 
was perfectly clear-headed when I 
reached Union Station again at 4 p. m.”’ 

“IT entered a saloon about a block 
from the station, and ordered a bottle 
of beer. The bartender was a sociable 
fellow, and engaged me in conversa- 
tion. When I told him where I was 
from, he asked me if I knew Ben Hal- 
lett. Well, I should say I do know him. 
He is one of the greatest hunters down 
our way, and has the finest pack of 
hounds in the State. 

Beer Was Flat. 

“There was a young fellow lounging 
about in front of the bar, but I paid 
neo particular attention to him. My 
back was to him and the bottle of beér 
while I was talking to the bartender. 
When I turned to drink I neticed the 
beer in the glass was decidedly flat. 
I freshened it with more frem the bot- 
tle and gulped it down. That is the 
last I remember until this morning, 
when I awoke just outside of that 
cemetery. My purse was missing from 
an inside coat pocket and I had just 
81 cents left.’’ 

Policemen escorted him to the neigh- 
borhood of Union Station, but he was 
unable to locate the place where he 
drank the beer.

JURY EXONERATES 
POLICEMAN WHO 


Verdict Is That Hunning Shot 
the Youth Discharging 
His Duty. 


CASE. IS NOT ENDED 


Chief Young Orders All the Evi- 
dence in the Case Sent to 
Prosecutor. 


A coroner’s jurv Wednesday found 
trat Joseph Russell, 19 years old, was 
shot and killed by Patrolman Hunning 
——-.— |‘‘In the proper discharge of his duty.” 
With this qualification the verdict was 
homicide. 

This does not close the case, as Police 
Crief Young has ordered that all evi- 
derce be laid before the Circuit Attor- 
ney, regardless of the inquest verdict. 


With the a.d of a diagram and with 
pantomime gestures. Sergt. Burke of 
the Angelica street district tried to show 
the jury how and why Russell was shot 
in the back and Killed by \Patrolman 
Hunning. 

On cross-examination by Deputy Cor- 
oner Fath, Burke changed his state- 
ments so often that Fath plainly showed 
Nats impatience. 

Using the diagram Burke showed the 
topography of the alley in which Rus- 
sell was shot. 

“We saw three men come out of a 
yard,” he said. “Russell walked toward 
us, about one hundred feet in front +f 
his companions. Hunning called on 
him to halt and I said ‘Throw up your 
hands or rg shoot.’ 

“Russell drew his right hand from 
his hip pocket. It seemed to hold some 
shining object which he pointed at us. 
It seemed lixe he was about to throw 
this object away.’’ 

Fath asked Burke why Hunning shoi 
Russell if it was apparent that he was 
about to throw a@ weapon away. 

Burke then said that he and Hunning 
believed that Russel] was pointing the 
weapon at them and wyF about te shoot.. 

‘I must explain,” said Burke, “that 
Russell made a very peculiar turn. It 
was hard to tell what he was going to. 
co,"" 

Arising from the witness chair, Burke 
held his left arm above his head and 
twisted his bedy. 

‘“That’s the turn he made,” he said. 

“And Hunning shot him while he was 
making that turn?’ asked Fath. 

‘Yes,’”’ replied Burke. “If he hadn't 
made it he would have been shot in the 
stomach instead of the back.’’ 

Burke at first said Roissell was within 
arm’s length and could easily have been 
captured. He later said Russell was five 
fce+t away and on cross-examination he 
said he was eight feet away. 

“Why didn’t you grab him?” asked 
Fath. 

‘Because we were afraid his com- 
panions weuld get us,” said Burke. 

“And they were @ hundred feet 
away?” 

‘Yes. se? 

' Burke told. of seeing three men cppar- 
ently. hiding something in a lot near the 
scene of the shooting. He saw this he 
said while taking two prisoners to the 
station. 

William Kemper, one of these prison- 
ers, was a witness at the inquest. He 
said he did not see anyone acting sus- 
piciously but saw three men walking 
across the lot as though on their way to 
work. 

Dr. W. F. Martin, who gave Russell 
emergency treatment, testified that 
Russell tolg ‘him he was going to 
work when Hunning shot him. : 

After Three Burglars. 

William Elmore testified that he 
and Dr. Martin met Sergt. Burke ani 
Patrolman Hunning a few minutes 
before the shooting and the police- 
men told them they were going out 
to “get” three burglars. 

Elmore testified that he said to 
Dr. Martin: “We had better go along.” 

He quoted the physician as saying: 
“No use. I'll get the case, anyway.” 

Hunning gave his version of the shoot- 
ing. 

‘When Russell came eastward through 
the alley he appeared to be making fer 
the north alley,” he said. ‘The alleys 
form a ‘’T” right there. He was back- 
ing away, keeping his face to'us all the 
time as he reached that corner. I called 
to him to halt twice, then I followed 
him, 

“He had both his hands in his hip 
pockets. He withdrew the left one, but 
didn’t raise it, then he took his right 
hand from his right hip pocket and put 
it forward under his coat. 

I saw a shining ebject, and thought ‘* 
was a revolver. Just then Russell made 
@ peculiar turn, and I shot him. He 
turned and ran north a few steps, 
stopped, came bak toward me, and then 
fell to the ground. I took hold of his 
right hand, and held it until we carried 
him to the office of Dr. Ma

Oil Company Scandals in 1906

‘GAINESVILLE, Tex., Sept. 6.—United 
States Senator Joseph W. Bailey today 
confirmed the annoyncement made last 
night that he would not be a candidate 
for re-election to the United States Sen- 
ate. His term will expire March 3, 1913. 

It is said Senator Bailey will go to 
New York City to practice law after his 
term in the Senate expires. 


WAR-ON BAILEY 
STARTED IN 1906 


Coanection With Oi] Company 
Started Texan’s Political 
Power Into Decline. 


A bitter fight has been waged since 
1906 in Texas against Senator Joseph 
W. Bailey of that State, as a result of 
which he narrowly escaped defeat at 
the last election. His opponents im- 
mediately reorganized, with the pur- 
pose of preventing his going to the 
Senate again, and have since been un- 
remitting in attacks upon him, 

The fight against Bailey grew out 
of disclosures by H. Clay Pierce, made 
in St. Louls in 1906, to the effect that 
Bailey was retained to secure the re- 
admission of the Waters Pierce Oil 
Co. into Texas after it had been oust- 
ed because it was alleged to be a 
branch of Standard Oil. 

Bailey admitted the receipt of large 
fees in connection with this work, but 
claimed he was acting in his private 
capacity as an attorney, and that the 
Waters Pierce Oil Co. had no connec- 
tion with Standard Oil. 

A document was produced, how- 
ever, proving that Bailey was not 
alone in communication with the 
Waters Pierce Oil Co., but with Stand- 
ard Oil itself at its headquarters, 26 
Broadway, New York. This was a 
letter from John .D. Archbold, execu- 
tive head of Standard Oil, to Con- 
gressman John C, Sibley asking the 
latter to see Bailey and arrange for a 
conference in New York. 

This, it was claimed, placed the 
whole case in the same class as that 
of Senator Foraker of Ohio, whose 
connection with Standard Ofl cost 
him his seat in the Senate, 

Bailey was prominently mentioned 
as a candidate for the presidency be- 
fore the scandal arose. The fight 
against him in Texas since he was re- 
elected in February, 1907, has not 
disclosed anything material not hith- 
erto brought out, but is “believed to 
have made the chance of his being 
again elected more difficult. 


NEW STRIKE THREAT 
ON ILLINOIS CENTRAL 


President’s Refusal to Recognize 
Officers of Unions Met With 


Another Letter. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 6.—Instead of order- 
ing the Federated shop employes of the 
Illinois Central Railroad to strike, rep- 
resentatives of the nine international or- 
ganizations involved, decided to send @ 
reply to the letter in which C. H. Mark- 
ham, president of the road, flatly re- 
fused to recognize the officers of the 
system federation. 

The reply was signed by W. F. Kra- 
mer, secretary of the International 
Brotherhood of Blacksmiths. and Help- 
ers; to whom President Markham ad- 
dressed his definite communication yes- 
terday. 

In the letter the international officers, 
through Kramer, who acted as chairman 
of the International Committee, took 
issue with President Markham, in his 
claim that the unions failed to com- 
ply with the 30-day notice clause of 
changes desired in working Conditions. 

The communication also contained an- 
other strike threat, concluding as fol- 
lows: 

“Until equality is veosgniacd, justice 
cannot manifest itself, and should your 
attitude be persisted in, such trouble 
as may result will not be the union’s 
desire, but the seeking of yourself and 
those whose interests you represent. 
There are too many men teaching de- 
tails of conduct, who do not even under- 
stand first principles.” 











SUITS AGAINST RAILROAD 


Charged With Violation of Live- 


stock Law. 


Four suits were filed In the Federal 
Court Wednesday by United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Houts charging the Wa- 
bash and Iron Mountain railroads with 
vielatin gthe 23-hour law concerning the 
care of livestock in transit.

J. B. Brice is alleged to be an 
alias assumed by J. B. McNamara, 
secretary of the Structural Iron 
Workers’ Union, who is preparing for 
trial in Los Angeles on a charge of 
having wrecked with dynamite the 
building occupied by. the Los An- 
geles Times. 


Have McNamara’s Picture. 
In their search for witnesses the de- 


tectives are carrying a large photo- 
graph of McNamara, which was sent 
here by J. D. Fredericks, District At- 
torney of Los Angeles, who is in charge 
of the McNamara prosecution. 

The local investigation is being con- 
ducted with the utmost secrecy, the de- 
tectives seeking evidence even denying 
that they are at work on the case. 
Chief Young received a communication 
from District Attorney Fredericks Tues- 
day night, enclosing the photograph of 
McNamara, and immediately after Chief 
of Detectives Allender assigned men to 
the case. 

A few days after the arrest of Mc- 
Namara the Burns Detective Agency 
gave out a list of bridges and other 
steel structures in various parts of the 
United States which has been wrecked 
with explosives, presumably as the re- 
sult of labor trouble.

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ACTORS COMPLAIN 
OF LACK OF 
EMPLOYMENT 


Producing Managers Being Over- 
run With Applications for 
Engagements.

BUSINESS FALLEN OFF

Many Theaters Closed. and 


Others Producing Motion 
Pictures. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—Actors are 
complaining that the difficulty of 
obtaining employment this season is 
greater than it has been for a good 
many years. There are today many 
well-known actors idle at what is 
usually the most active period of the 
theatrical year—actors whose _ ser- 
vices have been in demand and who 
have seld6ém been without engage- 
ments by Labor day. Others who have 
signed contracts and are awaiting 
delayed calls for rehearsals are in 
the same situation as those without 
engagements of any sort. 

The engagement agencies bear out 
the complaints of the actors. Their 
offices are overrun with applicants 
for places—they usually are, for that 
matter—and some players are ask- 
ing for and accepting places much 
lower than those to which they have 
been accustomed, 

The cause seems to be the tendency 
on the part of producing managers 
this year to hold back on the produc- 
tion of new plays until they have 
been able to feel the trend of theat- 
rical business. Managers who hereto- 
fore have had half a dozen new plays 
before the public, or in the course of 
preparation by thig time, are post- 


poning their productions this year. 

One firm that announced some 30 
new pieces for production has put 
only two of them in rehearsal] so far, 
although ft is preparing to start oth- 
ers soon. Another firm that had three 
new plays running in New York on 
Labor day last year has only one 
this year, and only one new com- 
pany in rehearsal. 

Of the Broadway theaters that 
housed first-class plays at this time 
last season, seven of them are closed 
or are playing motion pictures. Only 
two new theaters, excluding the Win- 
ter Garden and the Follies Bergere, 
have been added to the list of last 
year. Last year 15 of the Labor day 
attractiong were new plays: this year 
there are only nine that can be con- 
sidered new productions. 

All this means that there is less for the 
actors to do, for while there may be 
the usual number of road productions 
to fill the out-of-town theaters, Broad- 
way productions may be considered a 
measure of the managers’ activities. It 
would seem, however, that productions 
for ‘‘the road” are proportionately fewer 
so far this year. At least, the big 
producing managers are sending out 
fewer companies. 

On the other hand, according to some 
of the engagement agencies, there will 
be more than the usuai number of what 
might be termed one-company managers 
this season. Men with just enough 
money to equip and send out one com- 
pany are venturing into the fieldj and 
are taking charge of plays that have 
outrun their big city usefulness, but 
that are still “‘good for the one-night 
stands.’”’ 

The big producers generally are adopt- 
ing the policy of “farming out’ plays 
of this sort to eliminate from their 
offices the clerical and managerial work 
attached to “‘one-night stand” business. 
The one company manager, therefore, is 
able to rent good theatrical properties, 
and, of course, to give employment to 
many actors. 

Many of these actors, however, belong 
to the seemingly unlimited supply of 
players who are not in demand for New 
York productions. For the latter the 
Broadway popularity of an actor, com- 
bined, of course, with his ability, makes 
him in demand, and when there are few 
Broadway productions under way the 
demand falls off. 

There are plenty of announcements 
made of future productions, however, 
and the managers who are not so active 
as usual now, may make up for their 
slackness later in the season. Those 
closely connected with the theatrical 
business look on the delays in preduc- 
tions as a healthy sign. They think that 
by holding off until a safe guess at 
business conditions in general can be 
made, the managers will have less 
chance of failures due to unseasonable 
productions, and will also be able to 
prepare their plays with greater care, 
The number of productions a manager 
makes in a season, they say, is of less 
consequence than the number of weeks 
the companies play to profitable busi- 
ness. 

But the actors who are not so for- 
tunate as to be in the few early produc- 
tions don’t like the idea of having to 
wait a month or so longer than they 
expected before the first salary day 
comes around. They all want to be at 
work at the beginning of the season, 
and the season is supposed to be really 
under way on Labor day.

Charges Against Mother-in-Law. 
The charges against the mother-in-

France’s Proposals—Foreign 
Office Reticent. 


PARIS, Sept. 6.—Advices received here 
today from Berlin intimate that the 
German Imperial Chancellor, Dr. Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, 
acceptance of France’s proposals, pre- 
sented last Monday to the German For- 
eign -Minister, Herr von Kiderllen- 
Waechter, by the French Ambassador, 
M. Cambon, looking to a settlement of 
the Moroccan dispute. 

The French Foreign Office, however, 
maintains an attitude of reserve fe- 
garding the progress of the negotia- 
tions. 

Dispatches which look as though they 
had common origin at the French em- 
bassy in Berlin, received today by sev- 
eral Paris newspapers also indicate that 
an early agreement between France and 
Germany in the Moroccan dispute is 
probable. 


'GREAT GERMAN 
| FLEET ASSEMBLES 





Kaiser’s Navy Now Second Only 
to That of En- 
gland. 


KIEL, Sept. 6.—The fleet assembled 
here is believed by German experts 
to give Germany for the first time the 
rank of the second naval power of the 
world, the three great dreadnaughts 
of the Ostfriesland class and the two 
dreadnaught cruisers Von der Tann 
and Blucher, commissioned during the 
year, ousting the United States from 
the position it held by a slender mar- 
gin last year. 

While the three new battleships, 
the first German ships armed with 12- 
inch guns, did not take part in the 
review, they attracted much atten- 
tion. Their design and dimensions 
have been a-closely guarded secret 
until very recently. 

Four other dreadnaughts, the Nas- 
sau, Westfalen, Rheinland and Posen, 
each of which displaces about 20,000 
tons, were the chief units of the as- 
sembled fleet, through the lines of 
which the Emperor passed. . Giving 
an impression of almost equally im- 
mense power, were the five battle- 
ships of the Deutschland class, of 
13,200 tons, and five of the Braun- 
schweig class, of about the same dis- 
placement. 

The other vessels, composing the 
third, or reserve squadron of battle- 
ships, formed for the occasion, com- 
prised one Wittélsbach of 
tons, four of the Kaiser class of 11,- 
150 tons, and two Brandenbirgs. 
Then came in succession the Yen der 
Tann and the Blucher, thee other 
powerful first-class and 11 smaller 
cruisers, 66 of the most modern tor- 
pedo boats and seyeral submarines 
and special-ships. 

The total displacement of the great 
fleet amounted to about 500,000 tons. 
Its engines are capable of develop- 
ing 1,400,000 horsepower, while it

vessels are fitted with 400 torpedo

Delegates Committee to Investi- 
gate Conditions of the Proj- 
ect’s Progress. 


Two or three weeks’ investigation into 
the question whether the Free Bridge 
project has suffered through mistakes or 
hostility on the part of city officials will 
be conducted by the Legislation Com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates. 

Chairman Roy M. Eilers told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, Wednesday that the 
consideration of three bills now in the 
hands of the committee necessitated a 
thorough review, of previous legislative 
and administrative action. with refer- 
ence to the bridge: 

“I believe that the location of the 
Eastern railroad approach ought to be 
the subject of special inquiry,” said 

Chairman Eilers. “I don’t pretend to 
say that the site chosen is unsuitable, 
but the arguments in favor of another 
route that will be more convenient to 
the majority of the railroads entering 
Fast St. Louis seem to have merit.” 


To Give Hearin 
It will do no harm to hear those who 


favor a different approach, especially in 
view of the fact that the present loca- 
tion was selected without any publis 
discussion. 

“Tf this inquiry discloses that through 
overwork, indifference or unfriendliness 
the Board of Public Improvements or 
any. other department has failed in its 
duty to the bridge project \e can then 
better decide whether the work should 
not be entrusted to a commission. 

“Tl doubt very much. the 
priety of the investigation 
private '._ citizens.

Mrs. Grob Declares That Mrs.

Names. 


A hedge fence forming the dividing 
line between two North St. Louts homes 
has caused a quarrel between next-door 


women neighbors that the courts will 
have to pass judgment on. The con- 
troversy has reached the Circuit Court 
by the filing of a sult for $5000 alleging 
slander based on remarks exchanged by 
the women across the fence. 

In her suit filed Tuesday Mrs. Katie 
BE. Grob charges that Mrs. Jennie Fra- 
zier called her vile names, threatened 


on her character. She asks $5000 dam- 
ages. Mrs. Grob, who is the wife of 
Charlies A. Grob, lives at 4714 Leduc 
street. Mrs. Frazier, wife of Jonn T. 
Frazier, lives next door at 4/18 Leduc 
street. Each has a nice hume, with 
well-kept yards and lawn. 
Hedge Fence Separates Yards. 

A pretty hedge fence separates the 
residences. It has been there severa) 
years and the neighbors heretofore 
divided the work of keeping the 
fence in order and were good friends. 

The sleet of last winter’ froze the 
hedge until it had to be cut short 
thig spring. The cutting of the hedge 
apparently had the effect of cutting 
the friendship of the neighbors. The 
hedge began to grow early in the 
spring and needed trimming. 


On June 12, Mrs. Grob employed a 
man to trim the hedge. He made a 
good job of it, but allowed some of 
the trimmings to fall into the yard of 
Mrs. Frazier. 

Mrs. Frazier found fault with the 
man because her yard was littered 
with clippings from the fence. Mrs. 


Grob later picked up the pieces and

The Trouble Begins. 


On Aug. 14 the hedge fence needed 
another trimming. Again Mrs. Grob 
employed a man to make the neces- 
sary improvement.

The hired man took a basket and went 
into the Frazier yard to pick up the 
cuttings. From this point the stories 
of the women differ. 

This is what happened, according to 
Mrs. Grob’s statement to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Wednesday: 

“The man had no sooner gone into 
the Frazier yard with his basket than 
Mrs. Frazier appeared on her porch 
with a revolver and ordered the man 
from the yard.

Poem Which Saved 
Prisoner From Rope 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 6.—Here 
are the ‘two verses of Frank L. 
Stanton’s poem: 

HEY’VE hung Bill Jones on the 
T sycamore tree, 
An’ his wife and hig mother 
are a-weepin’ 
An’ his children come from the 
house to see— 
An’ the cold wind is a-wallin’ and 
a-creepin’. 
HEY’VE hung Bill Jones for 
T a crime of his, 
An’ his wife and his mother 
are a-dyin’;

‘The poem was printed’in one of 
my earlier volumes in ‘The Songs 
of the Soil,’’’ said Stanton.

The poem was widely copied in 
England at that time and was com- 
mented upon at length.

They Will Examine Dairies and 
Take Samples of the 
Product. 





TO TEST OUTSIDE SAMPLES 


Effort to Be Made to Break Un- 
derground Connection Be- 
tween Pump and Can. 


Eight city and: State inspectors will 
begin their rounds of St. Louis Wednes- 
day, to determine by examination of 
dairies and samples just what is the 
extent of work of adulterating and 
drugging milk. 

The inspectors will work together 
under the direction of Dr. William P. 
Cutler, State Food Commissioner, and 
Dr. Max Starkloff. Health Commission- 
er of St. Louis, who have agreed to co- 
operate in the task of improving the 
city’s milk supply. Og 

Samples of milk shipped to St. Louis 
from outside dairies will be taken and 
if these show lack of quality cor the 
presence of adulterants, Dr. Cutler will 
prosecute the violators who. because of 
City Chemist Buckland’s lack of juris- 
diction, cannot be reached by him. A 
list of the outside dairies which help 
to supply St. Louis and the dealers who 
retail] their product, has been. given to 
Dr. Cutler’s inspectors. 


Consumers Are Swindled. 
Records of the City Chemist's office 


for the last 17 months show that most 
of the violations of the milk ordinances 
are against the consumer’s pocket rath- 
er than his health. 

Only two cases of the use of preserv- 
atives (formaldehyde) were encountered 
in a large number of samples of milk 
analyzed by City Chemist Buckland 
since April.1 last.. In the five months 
since April, 65 prosecutions, resulting 
in 42 convictions, have been instituted. 
The violators were compelled to pay 
in fines and costs a total of $611. 

These offenses consisted of ten cases 
of adding water to milk, seven of selling 
milk low in butter fat, 12 of selling 
skimmed milk, watered; seven of selling 
cream below the standard; two of pre- 
serving milk by the use of formalde- 
hyde; one of omitting‘a name and ad- 
dress from a delivery wagon, and three 
cases of failure -to label cans ‘‘skim- 
med milk.” 

8155 Samples Taken. 

In the 12 months ending April 1, 1911, 
the City Chemist’s inspectors took 8155 
samples of milk from wagons, stores, 
dairies and trains, and inspected 2243 
wagons and 88 stores. Of the milk 
taken from wagons 97.67 per cent con- 
tained the proper amount of fats. 

Coloring matter was found in 0.92 per 
cent of the 654 samples of milk taken 
from stores, and preservatives (formal- 
dehyde) in 1.83 per cent. In 338 samples 
of skimmed milk taken from stores 0.30 
per cent contained formaldehyde and 2.96 
per cent coloring matter. Of 540 sam- 
ples of cream taken from stores 0.53 
per cent contained formaldehyde and 2.47 
per cent coloring matter. From wagons 
the inspectors took ,1539 samples of 
cream. Of these 0.11 per cent showed the 
use of formaldehyde and 0,27 per cent 
the use of coloring matter. 


Formaldehyde Poison. 
All together the samples containing 


preservatives were but 0.17 per cent of 
the 8155 taken. This showing City Chem- 
ist Buckland regards as exceptionally 
good in view of the extent to which 
preservatives were formerly used in St. 
Louis. The coloring matter found in the 
milk and cream tested was discovered to 
be harmless. Formaldehyde, . however, 
is an active poison. 

Watering milk, Dr. G. A. Jordan, As- 
sistant Health Commissioner, says is a 
more serious evil than is generally sup- 
posed. The adulteration reduces the 
nutrition of the milk. Babies fed on 
such milk die by slow starvation, Dr. 
Jordan says. 

It is pointed out by persons in the 
City Chemist’s office that although Dr. 





cases in which he found milk in &t. 
Louis to be under the State standard, 
no prosecutions resulted. The State 
law requires that milk shall contain at 
least 3.25 per cent of butter fat. The 
samples analyzed by Dr. Cutler, accord- 
ing to his bulletin, were from 0.580 per 
cent to 2.3% per cent below the require- 
ment.

14. The manager said Kessling had 
left the hotel with a large amount of 
money and several checks in his 
pockets, to keep an engagement to 
meet C. F. Meisner, a representative 
of the St, Louis Butchers’ Supply Co, 

Kessling, according to the report, 
did not meet Meisner and was not 
seen after he left the ore He had 
come from Brenham, Tex. with a 
trainload of cattle, which he had sold.

Search Is Begun. 


Telegrams were sent to the Chief of 
Police of St. Louis and 4 thorough 
search was instituted. Sheriff D. E. 
Teague and Constable R. H. Bureh 
went to St. Louis to investigate and 
worked with the officers there, and upon 
their return reported that they had con- 
cluded that Kessling was not. dead, but 
had gone away, though they could get 
‘no trace of him. 
Texas people, however, doubted that 
he had gone away. His friends could 
see no reason why he should abandon an 
extensive business, and a: wife and a 
number of children ranging in age from 
2 to 17 years. His domestic relations, 
so far as was known, had always been 
pleasant. 
Every clew as to his whereabouts was 
followed, but all clews led back to the 
hotel in St. Louis, where he had failed 
to keep an appointment with an old 
friend to attend the theater the night 
of April 13, 1904. 
His packing house here was closed. 
His-stock was sold at a sacrifice. Ar- 
rangements for a further, extension of 
his stock industry were suspended. 
Receiver Appointed. _ 
Boon Bryan was appointed receiver, 
but Mrs. Kessiing’s attorney informei 
the courts that the packery, soap fac- 
tory, creamery and stock pens were on 
Mrs. Kessling’s. homestead. According 
to the Texas laws, a homestead is not 
subject to execution. So the industries 
were allowed to die.

SONS LOVED THE MOTHER 


Would Kiss Her Upon Leaving 
Home and Not Speak to 
Father. 


Resentment of the attitude of. his 
six children, who showed affection for 
their mother, but were indifferen 
toward him, is believed by the chi 
dren to have been the cause 
prompted Andrew Frick, 50 years old, 
to kill his wife, Emma Frick, and 
himself Tuesday night at their home, 
1406 North King’s highway. — 

Frick, a hard-working, taciturn, 
man, lost his children’s affection, 
neighbors say, by seeming indiffer- 
ence and occasional harshness toward 
them. The nelghbors believe he 
careg more for the children than they 
realized, and that he grew morose 
when they showed a marked _ prefer- 
ence for their mother, 

Neighbors noticed that the five 
sons would kiss their mother when 
they left the house, but would pass 
their father by without a word as he 
sat smoking on the porch. 

Had Religious Differences. 

Religious differences are also be- 
lieved to have contributed to Frick’s 
ill will toward his family. He was a 
Catholic, but his wife, a Baptist, had 
brought up the children to attend 
her churgh, and Frick had im late 
years ceased to attend any church. 
He went last Sunday, for the first 
time in years, to St Mark’s, the par- 
ish church. 

Frick appeared at the parlor door 
in his home at 8 p. m. Tuesday) while 
his 12-year-old niece, Rosella Booker, 
was playing the piano, and said 
roughly,~“Stop that.” 

Rosella .aand her cousin, Annie Frick, 
14 years old, turned in surprise and 
Annie screamed as she saw that her 
father held a revolver. She had never 
before seen a weapon in the house. 

“You people will be sorry for the way 
you've treated me,” Frick sald as his 
niece started to leave the room. 

**¥You ought to be ashamed to speak 
that way to a little girl,” said Annie, as 
she ran toward’ the kitchen. 


Kills His Wife. 
Frick followed the children to the 


kitchen, where his wife'and her sister, 
Mrs. Celia Booker, were washing the 
dishes. Without a word, he placed his 
revolver at his wife's left ear and fired. 
She fell dying on the floor, and Mrs. 
Pooker and the children, fleeing, hear1 
a second shot. : 
Then Mrs. Booker’s younger children, 
running through the hallway, saw Frick 
enter his own room and héard the third 
shot. The bullet entered Frick’s mouth 
and passed through his brain.

GRAFT SPECIALIST ON GRAFT. 

Francis J. Heney, specialist in graft trouble, 
told the City Club of St. Louis that the cause 
of municipal corruption is privilege, special con- 
cessipns, preferential treatment, that yield finan- 
clal advantages to big business and lesser busi- 
ness and are susceptible of capitalization. 
~The force of the statement can be appreciated 
by none as keenly as those who have had the 
experience of St. Louisans, who have at some 
time or other subordinated all other municipal 
interests for a period to the cause and cure of 
corruption; before whose eyes has been set in 
humiliating exposures the object lesson of as- 
tounding bribery actually traced to the relations 
between those with the prerogative of corferring 
privilege and those deriving profit from its be- 
stowal. ; 

Graft other than municipal, all varieties of 
graft, find their origin in some form of privilege. 
Things are better now than they used to be at 
the Statehouses. Railroad and other corporate 
alertness to the financial possibilities of prefer- 
ential treatment is much less conspicuous than 
formerly. They found that the rapacity of thoce 
invested with prerogative increased along with 
their own rapacity and that they were being 
compelled to pay too much for privilege. They 
found that the people’s increasing alertness to 
their own interests made privilege purchases too 
dangerous. But tariff privilege giving rise to 
corruption of many and insidious sorts still has 
the sanction of hign authority in the present and 
weighty precedents of the past at Washington. 

The cause of graft is easier described than Its 
cure. No case, however, has ever yet been dis- 
covered too stubborn to resist the heroic treat- 
ment indicated in the old-fashioned home pre- 
scription, equal rights to all, special privileges 
to none. Coupled with exposure and punish- 
ment for corruptionists of high and low degree, 
this is a panacea.

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THE MOVING PICTURE’S WORE. 

If the moving picture film can exert so power- 
ful an influence for evil as it did in the case of 
the New .ork man who repeated the picture 
tragedy in his own home the other day, it is 
doubtless as potent in its suggestion of what is 
noble and good.

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AN AMAZING IMMUNITY RECORD. 

The New York World has printed a chronology 
of the Beef Trust cases. It is an amazing record 
of a failure of justice. For nine years the Gov- 
ernment has been prosecuting the Beef Trust un- 
der the civil and criminal clauses of the anti- 
trust law, yet not one corporation nor indfvidual 


00 | responsible for corporate acts has been punished 


on the trust charge. 

The first suit against the Beef Trust was in- 
stituted May 10, 1902. It was an injunction suit. 
After nearly two years of juggling, on Jan. 81, 
1905, the Federal Supreme Court confirmed the 
injunction granted by the lower court, thus 
opening the way for the Government to prosecute 
and punish the packers who continued to defy 
the decree of the court. | 

Since this victory the prosecution has assumed 
many phases. The, General Superintendent of 
Armour & Co. was indicted for attempting to 
bribe a witness. Four officers of the Schwarzchild 


spiracy to obtain rebates from railroads. 

It was not until July 1, 1905, that indictments 
were brought against 17 individual packers and 
five corporations. The indictments against the 
individuals were quashed on a plea of immunity 
alleged to have been promised in the investigation 
of the Beef Trust by the Bureau of Corporations. 
The indictments against the corporations stood. 

In the next yer three indictmerts each were 
brought against eleven individuals. A civil suit 
against the National Packing Co. subsequently 
was instituted. After a dozen motions were made 
and passed upon in court and the civil suit had 
been dismissed to clear the way for the criminal 
suits, the trial was fixed for November 20 next. 

The plain citizen reads this nine-years’ record 
of legal juggling and delay with wonder and in- 
dignation. The Beef Trust is the most oppressive 
of all the trusts. Its extortions affect the price 
of a necessary of life and thus directly increase 
the cost of living. The dining tables of neither 
rich nor poor are immune from its long fingers 
of greed. But the Beef Trust has been immune 
from the hand of the law for nine years and has 
been free to pursue its enormously profitable op- 
pressions. 

What men of less wealth, power and influence 
accused of crime could so long defy the law and 
the powers of the greatest government in the 
world? What wonder that trust delinquents, see- 
ing the apparent helplessness of the Government 


sist in lawlessness. The law is respected and 
obeyed only when the Government compels 
respect and obedience by prompt, impartial law 
enforcement.

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THE ART MUSHUM TAX. 

The suit filed in the State Supreme Court to 
compe] the city authorities to levy the tax author- 
ized by the voters for toe support of tne Municipal 
Art Museum, is commendable. The tax was 
stopped on the ground that the Museum was 
under private instead of public control, and was 
not a proper beneficiary of a tax levied for a 
municipal museum. Only one clause of the tax 
measure was condemned as faulty. But since 
then the status of the Museum has been changed. 
It is now owned and controlled by the city. It 
is in reality as well as in name a public museum 
and should receive liberal support from the city. 

The voting of the art museum tax was a cred- 
itable act of the St. Louis people. It was an 
attestation of their liberality and Icve of art and 
a promise of increasing art enjoyment and cul- 
ture for the future. They ought not to be cut 
off from the benefits of their own deliberate 
decision to support and promote local art interest 
and education. The Art Museum is popular and 
has proved its worth. If the Court shall find war- 
rant in the law for the ruling sought by members 
of the Museum Board, citizens will be gratified. 
It would carry out the popular will without addi- 
tional cost and effort.

In 
addition to the savings and profits, the people 
would employ themselves, thus furnishing work 
to a goodly number. The charges should be the 
same as in the laundries outside, the saving to 
members and patrons coming back in the shape 
of profits, which now go entirely to the present 
proprietors, Two shares might be held by each 
person, one-half payable in cash to secure the 
required working capital and---the other half 
might be paid by allowing the profits to accu- 
mulate. This is the method which prevails in 
the “Rochdale Movement” of England, which is 
the model of all European co-operation, and 
which is today the most successful trading insti- 
tution the world ever saw. 

In connection with this English movement it 
may be interesting to note that every large s0- 
clety in the English cities has not only its bak- 
ery, flour mill, etc, but also its laundry. Two 
years ago the writer visited all of the important 
central and branch co-operative societies of 
Great Britain. The Leeds Society is perhaps the 
greatest of them all, having over 50,000 members 
on its roll, The laundry belonging to this so- 
clety is a model in every way, building, methods, 
business, labor and profits. A single-story stone 
and iron building, inside snow-white cleanliness, 
meets the eye on every side. The wainscot around 
the large departments is'ornamental porcelain: 
the remainder of the side wall cream colored 
enamel brick; the floors concrete; all the parti- 
tions are beveled plate glass; the roof steel, and 
luxor prisms covering the whole of its surface 
flood the building with light and fresh air. The 
outside sorting room is cut off as though it were 
a quarantine station. The equipment is the latest 
and the best of both English and American man- 
ufacture. Eighty thousand collars a week are 
received and sent out. The dining hall for the 
employes is a fine feature. 

The interest paiq on shares has been five per 
cent, which is the fixed rate under the “Rochdale 
system,” no matter how much profit be made 
upon the capital invested. But there is an addi- 
tional profit, that upon the patronage, and in 
-~proportion to that patronage. This in addition 
to the ideal conditons of employment and the 
bonus on labor renders the co-operative laundry 
an ideal enterprise for all concerned. 

And what the working people are doing, in 
Leeds and in the cities of England may surely be 
done here.

SAN FRANCISCO, ‘Sept. 6.—Anthro- 
pologists of the University of Cali- 
fornia announce that they have in 
“the most uncontaminated 

in the known world.” 


They have gotten from him, on phono- 
Sraphic records, over 300 words of 


hig language, and expect to exhaust 
his scanty vocabulary within a week 
or so. The tribal and folklore se- 


cured from him-thus far are consid- 
ered priceless. 

The man, driven from the moun- 
tains by forest fires, was caught near 
Oroville a few days ago while at- 
tempting to steal meat. 

“Ishi,”” the anthropologists @all him, 
which means ‘‘man’”’ in the tongue of 
the Southern Yahi Indians, his tribe. 

at his theory of the origin of fire the 
sclentists almost danced with joy. It 
coiunects intimately with the mythelogy 
of other California tribes, and tribes 
east of the Sierras and with that of the 
Creeks and Romans. It involves a su- 
perior oer supreme being, the Coyote, 
who stole the fire and transmitted it 
to the Yahis, either voluntarily or be- 
cause he had to do so. 

When Ishi wearied of talking, Prof. 
Waterman offered him a bow and ar- 
row, found in some university expedi- 
tion. The eld man—Ishi Is over #— 
brightened up, and walked outside. A 
hat was put on a post 100 feet away 
ynd Ishi sped his first arrow through 
the center of its crown. He shot an- 
other at the same range through a 
newspaper at exact intersection of its 
folds and made some other fancy shots. 
His method of handling the bow is said 
to be different from that found among 
any other tribes. 

Ishi’s one garment has been replaced 
by trousers, shirt and necktie. He re- 
fuses to remove any of them even at 
nizht, but retains from his former estate 
buckskia thongs in his ears and nose. 
To each thong, Prof. Kroeber explained, 
e bit of abalone shell was attached at 
one time as a religious rite. The pres- 
ence of the thongs is considered essen- 
tial to dshi’s well being in the hereafter.
